CO NG RESSIO NAL P R O C EED IN G S. 


In tb e S en ate. 
W a sh in g t o n, February 19th.—In 
the 
Senate to-day M itchell introduced a peti­ 
tion from E. Croasdale, of Seattle, W. T., 
asking relief to the extent of some $12,000 
for losses sustained through Indian inva­ 
sions in the Nez Perce war. 
A nother petition 
was 
presented 
by 
Mitchell from citizens of W hitm an county, 
W . .T., protesting against the division of 
the county. 
H oar introduced a resolution as a substi­ 
tute for others pending, w hich provides for 
a:, investigation of elections throughout the 
country. 
After H oar had made some rem arks con­ 
cerning it, the resolution was laid on the 
table. 
Vest’s motion for a reconsideration of the 
vote by w hich the conference report on the 
direct tax bill was agreed to was 'then dis­ 
cussed. Vest attacked the measure sav­ 
agely, and declared it to be a fair sam ple of 
the evils which follow the m aintenance of 
a great surplus in the Treasury. 
Sherm an defended the bill. 
Saulsbury and other Democrats opposed 
it. 
Blair (R.) spoke against the bill as un­ 
constitutional, and declared it a dangerous 
precedent to establish. 
A vote was taken on the motion to re­ 
consider, and it was deleated—ayes 8, noes 
42. 
The Senate proceeded to the considera­ 
tion of the sundry civil appropriation bill. 
A num ber of am endm ents reported by the 
committee were agreed to, including $2,000 
for the repair of the ruins of Casi Grande, 
Arizona, and directing the site to be re­ 
served from sale or settlement. 
H arris interrupted the reading of the 
bill to call attention to the large num ber of 
unconfirmed nom inations, and moved that 
the Senate proceed to the consideration of 
executive business. Rejected by a partv 
vote. 
After some desultory debate, the reading 
of the bill was resumed. 
The Senate am endm ent to pay Mrs. 
W aite $8,740, balance of one year's salary 
of the late Chief Justice W aite, encoun­ 
tered 
considerable opposition, but was 
finally agreed to—ayes 28, noes 16. 
An am endm ent appropriating $40,000 
each for statues of General Philip H. Sheri­ 
dan and General John A. Logan in W ash­ 
ington was agreed to, and Daniel gave 
notice that after all tbe committee am end­ 
m ents were disposed of he would offer a 
sim ilar am endm ent for a statue to General 
W infield Scott Hancock. 
W ithout completing the bill the Senate 
adjourned. 
In th e H ou se. 


W a s h i n g t o n , 
February 
19th. — After 
some unim portant business, the House 
went into Committee of the W hole on tbe 
postoffice appropriation bill, and the pend­ 
ing motion, offered by Cannon of Illinois, 
to strike out the paragraph regulating tie 
salaries of Assistant Postmasters was lost. 
Cannon moved to reduce the m inim um 
salary of stenographers from $1,200 to $800. 
H e thought the latter sum sufficient to be 
paid to persons just entering the service. 
Cummings said that if the House m ast 
begin to reduce the expenses of Govern­ 
ment, let it begin at the top of the heap 
with the $50,000 a year men, and wind up 
with the stenographers and maii-carriers. 
A t this point the comm ittee rose for the 
purpose ot considering the conference re­ 
port on the bill to repay the direct tax, 
which was presented b7 Caswell, who 
stated that Oates had refused to sign the 
report. Oates was not present, and Caswell 
subm itted the report, and this fact was 
called 
to Caswell’s attention, hut that 
gentleman said that in view of the neces­ 
sity of early action on the conference re ­ 
port he m ust demaud the previous ques­ 
tion. 
The famous 
deadlock 
of

last 
session was recalled. 
Crisp raised the 
question ot consideration, and Rogers, of 
Arkansas, Breckenridge of Kentucky, and 
McMillen, in quick succession, interjected 
motions to adjourn, to take a recess, and to 
adjourn until Thursday. 
At this m om ent 
Oates 
entered 
the 
chamber, and Caswell called attention to 
¡his fact, but the only response from the 
Democratic side was a loud dem and for the 
regular order. 
A motion to adjourn till Thursday hav­ 
ing been voted down, Morse of M assa­ 
chusetts made a motion to adjourn till 
Friday next. 
No quorum voted on Morse’s m otion, 
and a call of the House was ordered. 
Caswell, finding it impossible to secure a 
vote ou the conference report to-day, w ith­ 
drew the m atter from the consideration of 
the House, and announced that he would 
call it up to-morrow. 
The House then resumed in Committee 
of t he W hole consideration of the post- 
ollice appropriation bill. The am endm ent 
reducing to $800 a year the m im m nm 
salaries of stenographers to Postmasters 
was defeated. 
No further progress was made on this 
bill, and tbe comm ittee rose and the House 
took a recess, the evening session to be for 
the consideration of business reported by 
the Committee on Military Affairs. 
The House endeavored to-night to con­ 
sider bills from the M ilitary Committee, 
but Kilgore of Texas objected and con­ 
sumed one hour in filibustering. 
Felix 
Campbell, of New York, mad because of 
the objections to one of his bills, objected 
to every other bill, and the House ad­ 
journed at 10 o’clock without action upon 
any measure.

Three bodies are still unidentified.

Any bodies which 
were throw n there by the explosion were 
unquestionably consumed.

A large 
fragment of the boiler has been found, 
showing the explosion was the actual cause 
of the catastrophe.

STATE BOARD OF TRADE. 


T h e L a b o r M a rk et—A S ta te C itrus F air, 
an d O th er M atters C o n sid ered . 
[8. F. B ulletin, Feb. 19th. j 
There was a large attendance at the 
regular m eeting of the Executive Commit­ 
tee cf the State Board of Trade to-day, 
President A. T. H atch presiding. 
General Manager Brown 
reported at 
length relative to the continued success of 
California’s traveling show in the East. It 
was voted to send additional supplies to 
replenish the exhibit. 
The Labor Committee, W . H. Mills 
Chairm an, reported that while in the ag­ 
gregate there appears to be labor equal to 
the present demands, it is very badly dis­ 
tributed. There are m any localities in the 
State where profitable labor can oe had lor 
short periods and where snch labor is al­ 
m ost indispensable, and yet where none 
can be employed. It freqnently happens 
in farm ing and fruit culture that men are 
wanted for a few weeks or a single month, 
or even a few days, and where such labor 
cannot be obtained at all. On the other 
hand, there are 
localities where labor 
seems to exist in excess of the demand. It 
m ust be remembered, however, that at the 
present tim e the industries of California 
are not dem anding more than one-third of 
the labor it will demand a few m onths 
later, nor more than one-tenth of the labor 
which will be demanded in the harvests of 
fruit and grain from the 1st of Ju n e to the 


1st November. The opening of free-labor 
registers by all local Boards are urged. 
The Secretary of tbe State Board is to he 
kept informed of the condition of ihes-> 
registers, 
and 
in 
this 
wav 
he will 
at ^ all times be made cognizint of a 
deficiency of labor in one locality or sur­ 
plus in another. So far as inquiry has dis­ 
closed, the existing labor dem and will be 
fully supplied under some system of distri­ 
bution and exchange. 
It is becoming evi­ 
dent, however, that the demand for labor 
will exceed the supply in three or four 
m onths of the coming sum m er. 
It should 
be remembered at the same time, however, 
that the present means of ascertaining the 
facts under this head are unsatisfactory, 
but if the suggestion hereiu presented is 
adopted and carried out faithfully in the 
twenty-eight counties represented, guesses 
and surmises will yield to actual ascertain­ 
m ent of the nature and extent of the de­ 
ficiency. 
Mr. Mills referred to the report, explain­ 
ing that the surplus labor noted was only 
in towns and cities. 
There is no surplus 
labor in the country. 
Many inqniriesand 
m uch inform ation has come to the com­ 
m ittee regarding the labor needs of the 
State. In one case a man who had several 
acres covered with oaks, could get no one 
to clear them off. 
Because of the labor 
problems presented, the committee had 
been led to suggest the scheme outlined in 
the report. 
Mr. Pope said that Shasta differed from 
the points mentioned just now in having 
m any unemployed men, and that countv 
now has no Chinese to speak of. 
Mr. Mills considered the surplus labor of 
Shasta is due to the fact that that county is 
on the main railroad line. 
Other points 
sim ilarly situated have the same excess of 
labor of men who say they cannot get work. 
The labor situation is now no more alarm ­ 
ing than it has been; only plans to secure 
a proper distribution of labor are now very 
timely. 
The report of the Labor Committee was 
adopted, and the Secretary was ordered to 
send copies to each ot tbeaffiliuted Boards. 
T he application of residents of Nevada 
for admission to the California State Board 
was considered. The plan suggested was 
that the Nevada Legislature would defray 
necessary expenses if the State could have 
a Commissioner represent it in the State 
Board. 
Mr. Mills favored the idea of adm itting 
Nevada, saying that in m any respects the 
interests of California and Nevada are iden­ 
tical, aud this State should do all it can to 
develop Nevada's resources. The popula­ 
tion is comparatively sm all and should be 
increased. The fact that Lassen county, 
east of the Sierras, is now affiliated with 
the State Board, is an argum ent in favor 
of adm itting Nevada. 
He moved the ad­ 
mission of Nevada to affiliation on payment 
of m onthly dues of three counties, $75. 
Mr. H utchinson of Lassen amended to 
make it $100 m onthly. 
Mr. Pope seconded Mr. Mills’ motion, 
but Mr. Byington of Santa Rosa protested 
at length, claiming that the admission of a 
State to the California Board was contrary 
to the constitution of the Board. 
Mr. Morrissey favored postponing a m at­ 
ter of so much importance, and a motion 
to that effect was carried. 
A committee from the State Board of 
Agriculture, consisting of President Chris 
Green, Jam es McM. Shafter and Edwin F. 
Sm ith, Secretary, were present by request. 
They were asked to confer with the State 
Board relative to holding an annual citrus 
fair. 
Mr. Mills explained the project at length, 
detailing how the citrus fruit industry had 
grown to be one of tbe im portant industries 
of the State. 
Exhibitions have been held 
at Oroville, San Jose and Riverside. They 
are of great value, but the value of such 
exhibitions would he greatly increased if 
held in a central location. The State Board 
people felt that the tim e had come for the 
holding of an auDual citrus exhibition, and 
it was to see what the Board of Agriculture 
could do that the present conference has 
been called. 
Mr. Green thought a fair such as pro­ 
posed could be held as well as not in the 
Pavilion at Sacramento. 
H e was confident 
that all the Directors would favor the pro­ 
ject. 
Secretary Sm ith thought the proposed 
exhibition could be easily given it a small 
increase of the legislative appropriation 
could be secured, lu his judgm ent $5,000 
would afford a first-class exhibition, that 
would be a credit to the State. 
Ex-Judge Shafter spoke favorably of the 
idea, saying that the various producers of 
the State can get together there an exhibi­ 
tion of a character that would exceed in 
magnificence the wondrous beauty of the 
Garden of E Jen. Such aa exhibition, the 
coming together of producers, the exam in­ 
ation of the products of their orchards 
would have a very decided moral influence. 
The citrus exhibitions already held have 
been beautiful, but an exhibi fon could be 
made by the State that would be sublime, 
and in its effect influence the pulse of the 
world. 
It was agreed to petition the Legislature 
to increase the annual appropriation of the 
State Board of Agriculture, such increase 
to be devoted to a State citrus fair. 
Dele­ 
gates to the State Board of Trade from cit- 
rus-fruit regions will confer regarding the 
proper tim e for holding the proposed exhi­ 
bition. 
A motion made by Mr. Mills was adopted, 
appointing a committee to consider tbe ad ­ 
visability of the State Board of Trade m ak­ 
ing an exhibit at the next State Fair. This 
exhibit, as planned, would be one typical 
of the whole State. 
At recent fairs there 
have been merely county exhibits. 
Messrs 
Byington, Morrissey and Cadwalader were 
appointed as such committee. 
Mr. Em ery, of Oakland ¡called up a reso­ 
lution providing for a comm ittee which 
shall make all necessary prelim inary in­ 
quiries regarding a plan to send a travel­ 
ing exhibition through Great Britain. 
Mr. Cadwalader spoke in opposition to 
the plan, saying the result would not war­ 
rant the expenditure. 
H e had canvassed 
Santa Clara county and found the people 
there «all opposed to any exhibition in 
Europe. 
Mr. Mil s said the transcontinental lines 
and possibly some of the ocean lines could 
be counted upon to aid the project. 
The resolution was adopted. 
The com­ 
mittee appointed consists of the officers of 
the Board, President Hatch; Vice-Presi­ 
dents Byington and Mills; General M ana­ 
ger Brown and Secretary Davies.

Ju st at this tinte a word concerning Sac­ 
ram ento and its possibilities, and the local 
reforms for which the people have con­ 
tended, hi tiorely. For no one m ust ruó ¡ 
away with ike idea th at because of certain Í 
gross evits this ci’y is upon the verge oí 
ruin. On th e contrary, it is an axiom that 
the com m unity capable of self-purification, 
not blind to its own iils, and able and anxi­ 
ous to rectify its errors, is the place above 
all others most desirable, most inviting to 
the intelligent, and most likeiv to receive 
an influx of capital and desirable popula­ 
tion. 
The dorm ant tow ns; the places that have 
n o t energy sufficient ta rise up and dust 
their garm ents ; that tremble with fear lest 
their loca! skeletons emerge from m uni­ 
cipal closets; that are forever atraid of c 
*• black eye,” and prefer to cover lh a irte 
remove filth ; to conceal than to exetea 
social cancers, are the least progressive o f 
com m unities the world over. Let us not 
deceive om selves—the world outside of our 
circle is just as shrewd, wise, sharp and 
exacting as we who are w ithin our gates. 
Men of business, taome-seekers, investors, 
cannot be deceived as to w hat m aíres and 
w hat unm akes cities. Money is an arrant 
coward ; capital is tim orous; it never puts 
its foot upon thin ice, it flees before high 
taxation, it runs from the mere suspicion of 
misgnvernm ent. 
W e are just now in the formative stage 
in California ; the towua that are to be cen­ 
ters of population and prosperity for all 
tim e, will probably be determined w ithin 
the next five years. Let us not lose sight 
of the fact that' those which present the 
strongest claims, commercially and soci­ 
ally. will be the winners. Business is not 
ail —clean society is not all. The two bear 
a close relation to each other. 
Men will 
come into a city to invest w here both cc-m 
mcrcial and social conditions are inviting, 
in preference to towns where but one of 
these factors in prosperity iff found. These 
are truism s—he who denie3 them is blind 
to the truths of history, an d utterly igno­ 
rant of the annals of progress in this Re­ 
public. 
N ew let us look at the facts. Sacra­ 
m ento is a fair city of alm ost limitless pos­ 
sibilities. 
H er commercial prom inence is 
due to natural advantages, and transporta­ 
tion privileges that are second to none, and 
superior to any others in the interior. She 
is in the center of a vast and rich agricult­ 
ural region ; she is the chief fruit shipping 
point of the coast. W e have a large popu­ 
lation of strong, prudent, economic and 
high-m inded people, who are neither envi­ 
ous of “ booms ” nor fearful of being out­ 
stripped. She has an industrial popula­ 
tion of sterling w orth. H er commercial 
output is enorm ous and 
steadily aug­ 
menting. 
Sacramento is a railroad and 
a 
trade 
center, 
the depot of supply 
lor a constantly expanding trade area. She 
has an adm irable school system. 
H er 
homes are th e pride of her people; her 
clim ate is semi-tropical and inviting to all 
who flee from Arctic rigors and the vari­ 
able meteorological conditions of the East. 
In short, Sacramento is a com m unity of 
prosperous, well-to-do, intelligent people, 
distinguished by the m inim um of want 
and the m axim um of perm anent prosper­ 
ity. 
But like all commercial centers, certain 
evils attach to her—but here in undue pro­ 
portion, and 
their 
reduction becomes, 
therefore, an absolute prerequisite to true 
prosperity. They are a menace to youth, a 
clog to m aturity, a perpetual drag Upon all 
the people, and an offense to the Eastern 
visitor, of which we have not, perhaps, full 
and true conception. To elim inate them 
agitation is necessary, and hence it is that 
especial attention has recently been re­ 
peatedly called to them by the press. If 
these evils were not injurious to Sacra­ 
m ento; if the city was not worth the effort 
to cast them off; if Sacram ento's future 
was not so full of prom ise; if her homes 
were not so precious, her youth auch rich 
sources of pride, and her m ature men and 
women eo thoroughly representative Am er­ 
icans and typical progressive Californians, 
it m ight not be worth the pains taken to 
arouse the public eentiuiect of the city to 
the necessity for removal of eradicable 
evils. 
It is because Sacramento is w hat she is, 
aud is destined to b e ; because she does not 
deserve to be retarded, does not deserve to 
be the slave of the gambling-room, or the 
patient servitor of the low rum m ill, that 
the protest against them Í3 made. 
H er a u ­ 
thorities have risen up and ordered the ex­ 
cision of one of these evils, and every man 
and woman who abhors the gaming hell, 
and is cognizaut of its bitter fiuits, com­ 
mends these officials. The people are for­ 
giving of the past, and unite in the verdict, 
"W ell done.” 
They applaud, expecting 
the order to be continued aud sincerely 
trusting that it is not a mere ente-election 
spasm of reform. 
Indeed, they believe it 
to be sincere, and rejoice that one reproach 
has been again rem oved; one that has 
brought upon us the adverse criticism of 
nine out of teu of all we have besought to 
come and dwell with ns. Sow let the re­ 
m aining reproaches be removed also. 
Let 
the low all-night liquor holes he shut up 
in the sm all hours, and ‘‘regulated" in all 
hours to som ething like an approach 
tow ard observance of the decencies ol the 
com m unity. 
Let the iinm ber of drinkiDg 
bars be reduced by a license eysUm that 
• will draw a sharp line between the decent 
saloon and the ante-room of crim e and (he 
result be reached here that has been at­ 
tained in m any States and cities— seduction 
of taxation by-one-half front present rates, 
augm entation 
of 
incom e aod 
greatly 
lessened expenees in m aintenance of m uni­ 
cipal governm ent. These reforms arc not 
difficult of accom plishm ent, since coven 
out of ten of the .people are to dag dem and­ 
ing them . 
' A USELES? AMENDMENT. 


The Senate has perm itted that to i*e«5one. 
in the bandiiug of the bill for the support 
of the Home for f atóle Minded Children, 
which on second thought it certainly will 
undo. 
It has tacked to the bill an am end­ 
m ent, that all money vi-*id by psreuvs or 
friends for the care o f a n y inm ates oí rjie 
H om e shall be paid i»tc the State Treasury 
and not into the treatur^ of the Home. Tiw 
result will be to cripple th e management 
of the H om e som ewhat. ¡Its estimates, we 
assume, have included iuooiue from par­ 
ents able to pay for care of their children 
in the Home. 
But even if .the estimates of 
incom e for m aintenance hare not em ­ 
braced such suui3, it looks very much like 
child's piay to pass the money referred to 
through the State Treasury. 
Jt «tight to 
be accounted for, of course; always has 
been, and, o f course, always will 
To 
elim inate the sum s so received for th* sup­ 
port of the H em e will just that zutwk in­ 
crease tbe am ount the State will have to 
pay fjr support o f the school—apparently. 
It will thus have tbe effect of making 
it 
appear 
that 
tbe 
H om e 
draws 
more money from the State than it really 
dots. 
W o cannot conceive of any good 
reason whatever for the rule putting the 
money into the treasury and then drawing 
it out again by appropriation bills. It 
m akes no sort of difference that it ha3 been 
the law—for it was an uneconomic aud j 
crippling regulation.

AX ELEC TRICA L FACTORY 


Proposed for M unufiuturins; Storage B at­ 
teries for Light aud Pow er Purposes. 
The City Im provem ent Association aud 
the Board of Trade held a meeting yester­ 
day afternoon at the rooms of the latter, to 
consider a proposition advanced by W. H- 
Armstrong, of San Francisco, concerning 
the establishm ent of an electrical accum u­ 
lator factory in thiscity. PresidentStaffens, 
of the Board of Trade, presided, arid there 
were a large num ber of prom inent citizei e 
present. 
Mr. Armstrong has obtained the exclu­ 
sive license for the Pacific coast (embracing 
California, Oregon, Nevada, W ashington, 
Idaho and Arizona) from the Electrical Ac­ 
cum ulator Company of New York, to m an­ 
ufacture, sell or use storage battenes fur a',1 
purposes within said territory, and under 
all the parents held by the New York com­ 
pany, which cover the lundam ental princi­ 
ples, as well as all the valuable im prove­ 
ments made in that field of electrical work. 
Mr. Armstrong, as well as Frederick 
Reckenzann, who has been in charge of tbe 
New York com pany's works, explained the 
subject of electrical storage and its various 
applications. They pointed out that the 
storage battery was the hitherto missing 
link of eleetrial light plants, filling in that 
field the sam e position which a gas-holder 
fills in a gas plant, or a reservoir in a water 
supply system; that by m eans of tbise ae 
cumulatora everyone m ay have electric 
light “ on tap” day or night, w ithout inter­ 
ruption and with perfect steadiness, inde­ 
pendent from the working ot steam engine 
and dynamo. 
The electric car of the Central Railway 
Company is operated by these storage bat­ 
teries, m anufactured by the New York 
company, and as L. L. Lewis stated to the 
meeting, they are to-day in as perfect con­ 
dition as ever. None of the little delays 
and accidents which tbe car m et with were 
cue to the batteries. A nother application 
of these batteries is the lighting of railroad 
cars, and it was stated that all the Pullm an 
cars are being equipped on this system, 
among those alreadv using them being tim 
Golden Gate special and a large num ber of 
Pullm an vestibule trains io the East. 
Mr. 
Reckenzann, the electrician of the company, 
has operated a pleasure yacht by these stor­ 
age batteries in New York harbor during 
the last season, and with perfect success, 
ODe charge sufficing lor a whole day’s sail­ 
ing, covering a distance of trow 65 to 70 
miles. 
There are m any other purposes, said the 
gentleman, too num erous to be mentioned, 
to which these batteries 
may be anil 
arc being put. 
The Eastern company 
has large works at Newark, N. J„ whit h 
were 
started 
about two 
and 
a half 
years ago, 
and 
are 
doing an exten­ 
sive business. 
A num ber of most favor­ 
able testimonials, am ong which was one 
from 1). O Mills, were show n, which ap­ 
peared to leave no doubt as to the practica­ 
bility and success of tbe system. 
The factory proposed to be erected here 
would consist of one building of .'iOO feet in 
length, a machinery building, 40x50 feet in 
dimensions, ami one or two sm aller build­ 
ings. 
The plans and specifications are all pre­ 
pared and bids will be advertised for im m e­ 
diately after tbe enterprise is assured. 
Mr. 
Armstrong stated that $50,000 is requited 
to build the factory au d carry on the busi­ 
ness, of which sfftu be will provide two- 
fifths it Sacram entaos will put up the other 
three-fifths. The Oak Park Association 
have offered to donate a valuable block of 
laud for the factory, and Mr. Lewis and his 
associates offered to subscribe for a iar*o 
block of stock, which leaves $25,000 more 
ta be taken np. 
Tbe new com pany bears the name of the 
.Pacific Electrical storage Company and 
has already established an office at 220 
Sutter Street, San Francisco, where a stor­ 
age battery may be <*een operating .electric 
light* and electric motors. It is saql that 
the establishment of this factory, which 
would em ploy from 4© to 50 bands, would 
t>e followed bv the establishment of a c .r 
iactoxysn jts vicinity, «u 
that iacaiuies- 
<>ent .electric light is pooposed K> be far- 
tffwhed:f*r busintss bouse» uud residences 
rixmi the fisctory. as a fide- it sue.

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IN NICARAGUA. 
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A TISIT TO AN INDIGO PLANTA­ 
TION. 


How the Natural Dye Stuff is Ob­ 
tained—Cultivation of the Plant 
—Other Industries. 


(S pecial Correspondence o f th e R ecord-Union.) 


G r e n a d a (Nicaragua), Feb. 8,1889. 
Among Nicaragua’s industries, perhaps 
the most prominent and promising is in­ 
digo culture, a thousand serones of that 
valuable dye stuff' being annually ex­ 
ported, and second in extent (because in­ 
volving more labor and danger) but by no 
means secondary in importance, is that of 
that of caoutchouc, or India rnblier. 
Nicaraguan yuleros, or rubber-hunters, 
are much like their class elsewhere, except 
that these have a peculiar process of re­ 
ducing the caoutchouc to a marketable 
commodity different from that practised in 
Brazil and other countries. 
The term 
yulero is essentially Central-American— 
derived from ule, the native name of the 
tree—as the word caoutchouc is South- 
American. 
India rubber is not, as many 
suppose, the exuded gum of a tree, but 
appears in the form of sap, and is gathered 
much after the manner of maple-tree sap 
in Yankee-land. 
Having minutely described its collection 
and preparation in a previous letter (from 
Costa Rica), we will not go into particu­ 
lars now, as the process is much the same 
all over Central America and southern 
Mexico. A full-grown rubber tree not 
previously tapped will yield at 
least 
twenty gallons of sap, and will ruu itself 
perfectly dry in a day’s time. 
A t that season of year when the juices 
begin to rise from the roots to the branches 
of the trees, the yuleros bestir themselves 
and “ hire out ” to the merchants, who or­ 
ganize them in parties of thirty or forty, 
and send them into the woods, equipped 
for two or three months’ stay. 
When a party of yuleros find a place in 
the deep forest where rubber-trees are 
plenty, they select a favorable spot on the 
bank of some lake or stream (as a great 
deal of water is needed in the business) 
and proceed to erect a camp out of brush 
and palms. This is their headquarters— 
their temporary home in the depth of the 
wilderness, practically cut oft' from the 
rest of the world. 
They begin by distributing their buckets 
at convenient distances. 
Then each yu­ 
lero selects his tree, cleans it of vines 
and creepers, and—machate in hand, with 
a coil of rope wound around his waist—he 
climbs to the lower branches. 
Having 
thrown one end of the rope over a con­ 
venient limb, he lets himself down by it, 
cutting diagonal channels through the bark 
of the tree in his descent, left and right, 
the cuts meeting at right angles. In this, 
great skill and expedition is required, for 
the instant an incision is made, the “milk” 
gushes forth in streams, in a few moments 
Bowing at the rate of four gallons an 
hour. 
At the bottom of the lowest cut, 
not far from the ground, an iron spout, 
six inches long, is driven into the tree, 
through which the sap runs into a bucket 
placed to receive it. 
Having thus tapped a dozen trees, the 
yulero has all he can attend to, emptying 
the buckets, as they rapidly fill, into ten- 
gallon casks that are provided for the pur­ 
pose. In the evening these casks are 
rolled into camp, and the milk strained 
through sieves, into barrels. In other 
rubber-producing parts of the world, it is 
then boiled; but not so in Nicaragua. The 
natives reduce it to gum by adding to the 
liquid the juice of a vine called acliuna, 
which nature has provided in abundance, 
and which acts upon caoutchouc sap as 
rennet upon cow’s-milk, making “curd” of 
it in a few moments. The yuleros cut 
the stems of this singular vine into short 
pieces, soak it in water, and then put 
small bunches of it into pans with the 
crude caoutchouc. 
In the morning a 
quantity of dark-brown liquid, resembling 
a weak solution of licorice, is found on the 
top of each pan, which is poured off, leav­ 
ing the rubber in a solid cake of gum,— 
about two jiounds of it to every gallon of 
sap. 
The gum cakes are then rolled under 
heavy weights of wood, into long, fiat 
strips, which are hung over poles to dry. 
These strips are facetiously railed tortillas 
(pan-cakes); and at first a.ie white as vul­ 
canized rubber, but in a few days become 
black and hard as so many planks. The 
“tortillas" are then piled up under cover 
tili the end of the season, when they are 
shipped to market. 
As to the yet more curious vegetable 
substance railed indigo—with which the 
markets of the world are supplied from 
India and Central America—since it was 
sjtoken of as a mineral in letters-patent is­ 
sued in Germany, after it had been in gen­ 
eral use more than six hundred years ! 
The indigo plant is half shrub, half vine, 
growing two or three feet high, the color­ 
ing principle being contained, not in the 
pale-red flowers, but in the dull, bluish- 
green leaves, and it is brought out by its 
oxidation as the leaves are dried, or is de- 
velojied by submitting green leaves to a 
process of fermentation and oxidation. 
The seeds are sown in April in a light 
soil, well harrowed ir.; and after a few 
showers the plants completely cover the 
ground, looking like a New Jersey sweet- 
potato pa^ch more 
than anything else, 
except that even the most hardy weed de­ 
clines to grow with iudigo. 
Before the 
plants have reached their full hight, the 
leaves are cut, always early in the morn­ 
ing, while the dew is upon them, and are 
carried at once to the factory. 
Here they 
are laid in a stone cistern, twenty feet 
square and three or four feet deep. 
Heavy 
weights are then placed upon them, and 
heaver beams placed across these, the ob­ 
ject being to keep the leaves down when 
they swell. 
Water is then admitted, and 
fermentation soon commences. 
In the 
course of ten or twelve hours, according to 
the temperature ami the condition of the 
plants, the liquor is in greatcent mot ion, as 
if boiling: frothy hubbies rise to the sur­ 
face, and their color, first white, becomes 
gray, blue and then deep purple, and 
finally a coppor-colored scum covers the 
entire surface. 
When the agitation sub­ 
sides, the liquor is drawn off into a lower 
vat, the beams and weights are removed 
from the upper one, the steei>ed plants arc- 
taken out to be dried for fuel, and the vat 
is prepared for another charge. 
Several men enter the lower cistern and 
beat up the liquid with paddles tili the 
coloring matter begins to appear in small 
atoms. This process requires an hour or 
two. the appearance of a precipitate, finc­ 
as sand, leaving the water clear above—in­ 
dicating favorable progress. 
The beating 
is then discontinued, ami the vat is left a 
few hours for the indigo to subside. The 
liquor is then run off' from an upper vent 
and the indigo left in the bottom is theu 
gathered up. 
Sometimes lime is added, or various 
gums, to hasten the precipítate, but this 
injures its marketable value, as it slightly 
changes the color of the indigo. Next 
the pulpy precipitate is mixed with more 
water in another cistern, and is then 
passed, through great sieves, into a boiler, 
wiiere it is kept hot. to ebullition, five or 
six hours. Then, :icing eat» fully freed 
from scum, it is drawn off" into a vat, from 
which, after subsiding, more water is taken 
from the top and the remainder is re­ 
moved to what is calle»! the “dripper—a 


long, wooden case, the bottom perforated 
with holes, and covered with a woolen 
blanket. The 
l i q u o r passes through this 
filter; and the 
o p e r a tio n is completed by 
subjecting the residue to the action ot a 
press, forming it into a cake, which is 
afterwards cut, by a wire, into smaller 
square blocks. These are laid out on 
frames in the shade to dry, and are then 
left for several weeks in a drying house 
before being packed. 
, 
All this looks like rather a tedious pr- 
cess, but then, it pays well; and the labor 
is really not much greater than in many 
less profitable branches of agriculture. 
History tells us that in the early part of 
the present century the southern part of 
the United States exjiorted every year 
about 134,000 pounds of indigo, which was 
then worth sixty-two cents per pound. I p 
to the time of the late rebellion, it was 
cultivated in Florida and South Carolina, 
where the yield was sixty pounds to the 
acre, and the crop required attention only 
from July to October. Rather more profit­ 
able than oranges 
one 
would think, 
because not so easily affected by the vary­ 
ing seasons. 
Though India is the native home of the 
indigo plant proper, (the indicttai of the 
ancients), it seems to flourish about as well 
in Egypt, Europe, the West Iudies, Brazil, 
Mexico and Central America. Though 
Bengal produces, on an average, nine 
million pounds of it every year, that made 
in Nicaragua is regarded commercially as 
its equal, lacking only energy and “push" 
on the part of the Central Americans to 
drive its far-away rival entirely out of the 
markets of the western world. 
The history of indigo is interesting. 
Without doubt it is the oldest dye stuff in 
use, for it was old in India when imported 
thence into/Italy early as the eleventh 
century. 
W ith the establishment of direct 
trade with India by sea, supplies of it were 
more easily obtained in Europe: and after 
the discovery of America a similar product 
was brought from the New World. 
Fran­ 
cisco Hernandez speaks of its use in Mexico 
by the early Aztecs, the pigment being 
called by them FleuolatUU or mnhuilli. In 
the beginning of the seventeenth century 
the importations of indigo from the East 
Indies assumed great importance, especially 
in Holland. In 1671 there was brought 
over in seven vessels no less than 333,545 
pounds of it. 
Its introduction caused 
great complaint among the Germans, be 
cause it suspended the indigenous woad. 
So the L>iet of 1-577 prohibited it alto­ 
gether, and it was denounced under the 
name of “deviFs-eye,” as a “pernicious, de­ 
ceitful and corrosive substance.” 
The 
people of Nureml»erg, who largely culti­ 
vated woad, enacted a law comjielling all 
the dyers to take an oath every year not 
to use indigo in any manner, shape or 
form, and they were still obliged to do so 
long after the dye was in universal use 
elsewhere. 
The French Government also prohibited 
the use of indigo in the province of Lan­ 
guedoc iu 1598, and the law was long in 
force. 
A similar outcry was raised against 
it in England in the time of Elizabeth, 
and in 1581 it was condemned by Act of 
Parliament, and persons were authorized to 
search for and destroy it, and logwood also, 
in every dye-house, the law remaining in 
force a "full" century. 
F annie B. W ard. 
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S o u n d O ld T im b e r . 
The Santa Rosa Republican says that out 
in the redwoods on the Russian river, 
where they are clearing oil groumd lately 
logged over by one of the sawmills to sow 
it in alfalfa, many trunks of redwood 
trees were found covered over by the soil 
washed from the hills since they were pros­ 
trated. The length of time since some of 
the trees fell, as well as the imperishable 
nature of the timber, may be guessed ap­ 
proximately from the following statement, 
which is by no means exceptional: 
In 
plowing the surface, the top ot a log more 
than 100 feet in length, and ranging from 
4 to 6 feet in diameter free of the bark, 
was found horizontally under the center 
of a hugh redwood stump which must have 
grown astride of it after the other was 
prostrated—how long after it fell of course 
it is impossible to say. 
It may have been 
rooted in the decaying bark, or in the soil 
covering the fallen tree, hundreds of years 
afterwards One thing is sure, the log in 
the ground is yet sound, though lying 
there over 480 years while the other tree 
grew on it, as proved by the rings to lie 
counted in the stump.

lo the Editor *./ the E m finer—S ir: 
W hen the Langford and Ostrom hills 
were introduced relative to the reassess­ 
ment of taxes, your paper was disposed to 
favor them, resting your support upon the 
ground that tlniee hills had been the result 
of deliberation and faithfulness, and ema­ 
nated frota m ea who had made a study of 
and had mast'ired the subject. 
In this it now appears that ycu and the 
supporters of th e measures, who took them 
upon the reputation of their authors, were 
entirely mis taken. 
No 'lie now maintains that either of 
these bills should pass, and they are en­ 
tirely witlaout support. 
This is proof 
¡xwitive th a t the great subjects involved 
have rot received the consideration which 
their importance demands, and that the 
legislation which has been attempted is on 
a par with all the attempted legislation 
since the controversy began. 
The relations of the Southern Pacific 
Railroad to the Government and the ques­ 
tion of the constitutionality of any status 
in relation to railroad taxation, are sub­ 
jects which demand more consideration 
than seems to have been given to them by 
the people of this State. 
The taxing power has its limitations, 
and these limitations inhere in the very 
definition itself. There must be equality 
and uniformity. There may lie classifica­ 
tion, but if classification is attempted it 
must he a classification of things, and upon 
all things within a given class the burden 
must fall equally. The Constitution of 
California provides that, as to all kinds and 
classes of real property owned by natural 
persons, or by corporations not quasi pub­ 
lic, that a mortgage shall lie deemed and 
treated as an interest in the property, and 
that the value of the mortgage shall lie as­ 
sessed to the mortgagee and deducted from 
the valuation of the property: that the 
taxes upon the mortgage shall be a lien 
upon the property, and if paid by the 
mortgagor, he shall be entitled to deduct 
it. The Constitution then makes an ex­ 
ception which covers all classes of prop­ 
erty, and is based upon ownership alone. 
It says in efleet that railroad or other 
quasi public corporations which own lands, 
tenements, roads, and may own all other 
kinds of real property, shall not be al­ 
lowed thisdeduetion and,in effect, that they 
shall pay the taxes upon the mortgage, 
and not be entitled to recover it from the 
mortgagee or bondholder. 


NEITHER POLITIC NOS CONSTITUTION A1/ 


These provisions are neither politic nor 
constitutional. Had they been reversed 
they might have been politic. Railroads 
collect the money which they pay as taxes 
from their customers, and the tax is simply 
a burden upon transportation, if the per­ 
sons who hold the bonds of the Central 
Pacific Railroad purchased them at an av­ 
erage of 60 per cent, on the dollar, and 
these bonds are now worth 30 per cent, 
premium, the owners have made large 
sums of money, and are well able to pay 
some taxes toward the support of the State 
government. 
Holders of these bonds live 
in foreign countries, but their property is 
protected by the laws of this State. 
Under 
the present provisions they pay no taxes, 
but the people of the State, if the law 
could be enfureed, would be virtually pay­ 
ing taxes equitably due to the State from 
the foreign money-lender. 
The Central -Pacific Railroad has depre­ 
ciated in value owing to the construction 
of rival roads, and other causes. If the 
exception in the Constitution werestricken 
.ait, it would read, as applied to a railroad 
company, that the bondholders should l>e 
taxed for the value of their securities, and 
the company taxed for the value of the 
the excess, if any. The tax upon the 
bondholders would be a lien upon the 
property, and would be paid by the com­ 
pany, but the company would be entitled, 
as other property owners are, to deduct 
that payment from the interest due on the 
bonds. This exception violates the four­ 
teenth amendment to the National Consti­ 
tution in this, that it imposes a greater tax 
upon land owned by railroads and other 
quasi public corporations, than it does upon 
lands owned by private corporations or 
natural persons. 
This has been virtually decided in the 
case of Miller vs. Heilhron, in our own 
Supreme Court, and that State officials so 
consider it is evidenced by the fact that 
for nearly two years there has been a case 
pending in the Sqpreme Court of this 
state in which that question could be de­ 
termined, but they have successfully re­ 
sisted all attempts of the railroad to ad­ 
vance it on the calendar. 


GOVERNMENT INSTRUMENTAOJIIES. 


The Central Pacific and Southern Pacific 
Jlailroads have been decided to tie • iovera- 
uient instrumentalities. 
It is held by tlx* United States Supreme 
Court, and our own Ceurt, that .no State 
an pass any law which can hinder, im­ 
pede or delay their operations or business, 
or the Acts of Congress under which they 
were constructed. Jn the Southern Pacific 
Railroad the Government has reserved a 
beneficial interest. As to the Central P a­ 
cific Railroad, it is not entirely clear that 
the Go% eminent does not hold the legal 
title. The Act under which it was cou- 
-.tructed provides that the company is to 
h u ild a u a d and ntaintaii it, and, for all 
■time to come, to hold it subject to the 
order of the United States cor the trans­ 
portation of troops, mail: 
munitions of 
war anil ¿military stores; and to tin-end 
that this object might i<e attained the 
United Sis tes exacted all kicds of serairi- 
tit'. The eMioations assun.ee. by the corc- 
¡•any were to keep it ia rejiaic to pay five 
per cent. of*;lie net proceeds, and to allow 
•the Govern» unit to retain the cost of He 
•v. n transportation, and at the end of thirty 
years, if any balance was due, to pay that 
or surrender (he road, ftuch was the un­ 
derstanding when tbe Act 
passed. 
SenaUr Mi l >0.1 tall voiced the .iutent of 
Congress, when in deflate, be said. : 
*“ It is proposed that the Government 
-hall advance $*¿1,000,000. or rather their 
1 xmde at thirty years, as the road.is com­ 
pleted, in .the course of a serie» of years, so 
that the interest at no time can lie eqeal to 
the service to he r«idered by the road as it 
progresses, aud that:he Government renllv 
requires no service ««eept a compliance on 
the part of the company with the eontiact 
made. 
It was not Intended that there 
-liould la? a judgment-of foreclosure and c

In ease they failed to

tat or surrender th e road. 
The ojntraet was substantially that at 
the end of thirty years the company might 
exercise itc option to pay the balance and 
take the road or surrender it. Congress 
authorized a first mortgage to be made on 
the road, but especially provided that its 
foreclosure should not affect the rights and 
interests of the United States. So, as the 
contract now stands, upon the failure to 
pay the moneys loaned by the United 
States, the roads revert to the United 
Mates, subject to the first m ortgage, and 
Congress has already provided a fund for 


the payment of that mortgage in case the 1 
road reverts. All of these things present 
interesting questions—questions which de­ 
mand care and caution, and the best legal 
advice when dealing with the subject of 
taxation. The validity of the California 
constitutional provision was assailed by the 
railroad companies upon another ground, 
based upon another section of the State 
Constitution. The point taken was that 
the Constitution which authorized the 
State Board of Equalization to assess did 
not provide for notice or give an oppor­ 
tunity to be heard. This point was care­ 
fully considered by Justice Field and 
Judge Sawyer in the San Mateo and Santa 
Clara cases, and they held that this defect 
in the Constitution could be remedied by 
legislation ; that if the Legislature fixed 
the dates between which the State Board 
of Equalization should act, or provided 
that notice should be given to the com­ 
panies, it would be competent legislation, 
and that an assessment made within a 
period named, the company having a right 
to appear and be heard, would be a process 
of law. 
This was a wise piece oí legislation, 
and followed in the wake of judicial de­ 
cisions of the highest order. No taxing 
system can be valid that does not seek 
honest ends. No law which leads to in­ 
justice, whatever it may purport on its 
face to do, can ever be a valid taxing law. 
Attempts at discrimination, whether cov 
ered by general laws or incorporated in 
special Acts, can never convert an illegal 
system into a legal one. 
Courts have re­ 
peatedly said that they would look beyond 
the form of a statute at its intent and pur­ 
pose, aud at the thing which it seeks to 
accomplish, and, after having arrived at 
that intent and purpose, will construe it 
accordingly. Courts have frequently *n 
this and other States declared statutes 
which were general in form to be special 
legislation because the end aimed at liy the 
statute was special and discriminating, al­ 
though in form it was general and free 
from apparent discrimination. One of the 
greatest of American statesmen, a match­ 
less lawyer of pure and spotless character, 
one who never shrank from asserting the 
truth or following the lead of principle, 
one who never obeyed party behests if 
they were not in the line of his own con­ 
science, one whose ¡'reserved arguments 
rank with those of Webster, of W irt or 
Pickney as authority, has dealt with this 
subject, and dealt with it in the presence 
of the most august judicial tribunal ever 
established by man, with a frankness which 
was part of his nature. 
His reputation 
and learning and the subsequent adjudica­ 
tion of the Court support his arguments. 
They have never been answered, and they 
never can be answered. He has passed to 
his grave, leaving behind, as a legacy to 
his countrymen, his recorded opinions on 
many great questions, not the least of 
which are his opinions on the questions 
now under consideration. 


SCOPE OF THE FOURTEENTH AMENDMENT. 
It was asserted in the beginning of this 
legislation that the Fourteenth Amend­ 
ment to the Constitution was made for 
black men alone; that the word “person,” 
in the f ourteenth Amendment, did not 
apply to corporations, and did not protect 
men who had exercised the natural right 
of association. 
He answered these ques­ 
tions successfully and set them at rest. 
After discussing the question elaborately, 
he said: 
“Suppose colored men 
in Louisiana 
should as a co-partnership or joint stock 
company, acquire a theatre or baseball 
ground, and u¡ion confiscation of their pro­ 
perty, should receive the protection of the 
national Courts acting under the Four­ 
teenth Amendment, and afterwards should 
incorporate themselves for the manage­ 
ment of the same property for the same 
purpose—if a second and like confiscation 
should occur, can it be that the same 
Courts would say that the right of protec­ 
tion was lost by the act of incoriioration, 
and might be revived again by resuming a 
co-partnership name? 
“I have put the case of the colored men. 
Let me transpose the illustration. 
In sev­ 
eral States colored men outnumlier white 
men. Suppose in one of these States laws 
should he contrived by the colored majori­ 
ty, or a constitution set up, under which 
the property of white men should be con­ 
fiscated, surely the Court would not say the 
constitution is dumb, but would speak, if 
only the parties of the record were re­ 
versed. 
“1 have sought to convince your honors 
that the men who framed, the Congress 
which pro¡K>sed, and 
the people who 
through their Legislatures ratified the 
Fourteenth Amendment, must have known 
the meaning and force of the term ‘¡ier- 
sons.’ 
THE REAL QUESTION. 
'Let me now turn your attention away 
from this surmise to the real question to 
be answered, 
i^et me remind you that 
the scope and effect of a general provision 
is never to be ascertained by seeking for 
the particular cases which the author had 
in thought at the time the provision was 
drawn or adopted. The Court cannot ac­ 
quit itself as interpreter and expounder by 
visiting, if the Court could visit, the minds 
and thoughts and hopes and fears and 
doubts and expectations and anticipations 
of those who took part in devising the 
Constitution. 
The true question, in ex­ 
ploring the meaning of tlye Fourteenth 
Amendment, is not, in a given case, whether 
the framers foresaw that particular case and 
acted in reference to it: the inquiry is, 
does the case fall within the expressed in­ 
tention of the amendment? 
All cases 
compassed by the letter of the language 
must lie included, unless obviously repug­ 
nant or foreign to its spirit aud purpose. 
“1 ask the Court to listen to the rule of 
construction as laid down in the Dartmouth 
College case by a great and rugged magis­ 
trate. The words are the words of Chief 
Justice Marshall, speaking for the Court: 
“ ‘It is more than possible that the pres­ 
ervation of rights of this description was 
not particularly in the view of the framers 
of the Constitution when the clause under 
consideration was introduced into that in­ 
strument. I t is probable that interferences 
of more frequent recurrence, to which the 
temptation was stronger, and of which the 
mischief was more extensive, constituted 
the great motive for imposing this restric­ 
tion on the State i/egislatures. 
“ ‘But although a particular and rare 
case may not of itself be of sufficient mag­ 
nitude to induce a rule, yet it must be 
governed by the rule when established, 
unless some plain and strong reason for ex­ 
cluding it can he .given. 
It is not enough 
tosay that this particular case was not in 
the mind of the Convention when the 
article was framed, nor of the American 
peof le when it was adopted. 
It is neces­ 
sity to go farther, and to say that, 
had "his particular case lieen suggested, 
the language would have been so varied as 
to exclude it, or it would have been unde 
a special exception. 
The case being 
within the words of the rule must be within 
its operation likewise, unless there lie 
-something in the literal construction so 
obviously absurd ee mischievous or repug­ 
nant to the genera.1 spirit of the instru­ 
ment as,<o justify those who exjiound the 
Constitution in making it mi exception.’ 
[I Wheaton, 644-0.] 
“Could .words—eve-t prophetic words— 
more closely tit the position I m aintain?

“ They builded not for a day, but for all 
time; not for a few or a race, but for man. 
They planted in the Constitution a monu­ 
mental truth, to stand four square what­ 
ever wind might blow. 
The truth is but 
tlue golden rule, so entrenched as to curb 
* e many who would do to the few as they 
would nut have the few do to them. 
“ If it be true that new needs have come;

THE RESULT OF VENGEANCE. 
He dealt with the subject of classifica­ 
tion and showed that no attempt at classi­ 
fication was made. 
He sustained witli all 
the power which truth gave Him, the 
opinion of Justice Field and Judge Sawyer 
upon that subject. In the presence of the 
Supreme Court of the United States, he 
read the discriminating provisions of our 
Constitution and said: 
“Can your Honors listen to these recitals 
and doubt that vengeance brooded over 
the conception and the birth of such a 
Constitution? 
“Can your Honors deal more humanely 
with such acts, even when done by an 
American State, than to rank them among 
‘the brutalities of progress?’ 
“They were done by a Court. A conven­ 
tion which frames an organic law is a 
Court,—a high Court of justice; and Jus­ 
tice is depicted as a stony statue, with 
blinded eyes, with an arm unmoved by a 
throb of feeling, holding unshaken the 
even scales. 
“And these vengeful edicts were made 
in the name of anti-monopoly, equality and 
right. 
“It has been often so. 
Vice in the name 
of virtue—rascality in the name of reform 
—deiuagogism in the name of patriotism— 
persecution in the name of justice— 
cruelty in the name of humanity—chaos 
in the name of order. 
“It was in the name of humanity that 
a seeming majority flooded France with 
blood; and in the name of religion, that 
they would have dethroned the monarch 
of the skies. 
“Somewhere iu one of these briefs it is 
written that the author has searched from 
the time of King John for so flagrant an 
instance of discrimination and arbitrary 
taxation within the pale of the common 
law, and that the example before us leads 
all the rest. 
RUDE, CUNNING SEVERITY. 
“Be this as it may, for enterprise and 
ingenuity, for rude yet cunning severity, 
for irreverence for law, for disdain of ob­ 
stacles, appearance, and traditions and 
for contempt of vested rights, it seems safe 
to say, that carried away by excitement, 
California has in form sanctioned provis­ 
ions without parallel in the Constitutions 
of North American States, made by white 
men for white men, in our time.” 
He then took up the question of the 
taxation of the Federal franchise and 
said: 
“ inherent, inwrought and indivisable 
in this single and general assessment— 
blended indistinguisbahly with all the 
other values which enter into it—is not 
only the franchise originally acquired 
from the State, but also every faculty, at­ 
tribute and franchise derived from the 
United States. The defendant, if not a 
creature of the General Government, long 
ago became by adoption one of its perma­ 
nent agencies and instrumentalities. As 
such agency and instrument, it had im­ 
posed U[xin it by Acts of Congress various 
perpetual 
conditions 
and 
obligations 
adapted to securing and preserving its ex­ 
istence and efficiency forever, not only as 
part of one uniform, continuous trans­ 
continental line of railway, but a postal 
and military road. 
“ The road, in fact, built was constructed 
by direction of Congress, and with the aid 
and under the auspices of the United 
States. The laws of California gave no 
right to construct such a road, and the 
Acts of Congress were the sole authority. 
The time within which the road should 
be completed was prescribed by Congress, 
and it was provided tiiat should the de­ 
fendant fail of the completion within the 
time, the United Slates should proceed, 
through other agencies, to complete it. 


u u i.es p r e sc r ib e d by co ngress. 
“ Rules and regulations for the construc­ 
tion and use of the road were prescribed 
by Congress, and these regulations in­ 
cluded not only the location, gauge and 
character of the road, hut the subject of 
fares, charges and tolls, for carrying pas­ 
sengers and freight. 
“As part of its action to stimulate and 
insure the construction and maintenance 
of a national highway, Congress endowed 
the defendant with various beeefits, ad­ 
vantages, faculties, franchises and valuable 
rights; and received to itself—not to Cal­ 
ifornia or to any cf the other States and 
Territories soon to be States, through 
which tbe road runs—power, having re­ 
gard lo the rights of such company, to add 
to, alter,amend or repeal the Act which 
conferred the right to build and maintain 
the road. The purpose of all this was, and 
was declared to lie, to promote the public 
interest and welfare, and to secure to the 
United States at all times, but particularly 
intim e of war, the use of such highway 
for postal, military, naval and other pur­ 
poses. 
In the Acts of Congress, under 
which the roa i of the defendant «ras built, 
under which it- exists, and is hereafter to 
exist, are penalties and forfeitures for de­ 
fault in the trust and agency this created. 
"To this legislation, to this history, to 
this great and enduring transaction be­ 
tween the General Government and the 
defendant, the State of California, by a 
solemn act of her Legislature, assented" at 
the same time, in like manner, consenting 
in advance lo any other terms, condition* 
or relations which miyht grow up between 
the defendant and the United States; and 
‘confirming to and investing iu the said 
company, its successors or assigns, all the 
authority conferred upon, granted to, or 
vested in said company by the said Act of 
Congress, and any Act of Congress which 
may be hereafter enacted.’ 
, Statutes of 
California, 1869, p. 883.) 
Whether this 
a-went of California mates lheca>e stronger 
than it would be without it, *m J ,:ot be 
argued now. 


T H E T E R M S A C C E P T E D . 
“ The defendant 
accepted all 
th ev 
terms, conditions, obligation! .<,..<1 :•«*» { 


entered upon them, executed them ; and in I 
the consenting presence of the State of 
California, by great outlay of labor, energy, 
risk and money, acquired vested rights; 
and became amenable to the National Sov­ 
ereignty, as its agency, its instrumentality, 
if not its creature. 
“ W hether in virtue of all these events 
of law and of fact, the defendant became 
technically a 
national corporation; or 
whether it became endowed with a dual 
existence—an existence by the laws of 
California, and also an existence by the 
laws of the United States (as this Court 
said (1 Black, 286) in the case of a corpor­ 
ation existing hy the laws of Indiana, and 
also by the laws of Ohio, might occur) is a 
question rather curious than substantial, as 
regards the dominion which the Constitu­ 
tion of California attempts to assert. 
“ Be the defendant the offspring, or only 
the adopted child of the National Govern­ 
ment, practically and legally the same 
conditions deny the right of a State to 
step in and seize, appropriate or control 
the estate or endowment derived from the 
United States. 
“ The power to tax is the power to seize, 
appropriate and control; therefore, it is a 
power which may be used to destroy. 
“An Act of Congress, speaking of one of 
these postal and military railroads brought 
into being for national purposes, declares: 
‘ No act of the company, nor any law of 
any State or Territory, shall impede, de­ 
lay or prevent the said company from per­ 
forming its obligations to the United 
States.' 
(16 Statutes U. S., 573.) 


THE sta te's POWER LIMITED. 
“ But before this Act, without this Act, 
without any Act of Congress, by virtue of 
the Constitution of the United States ex 
pruprio vigore, it was and is not within the 
power of a State to tax the organs or 
agencies or instrumentalities or enginery 
of the 
General Government, whether 
created or selected. The reported cases 
which establish this position are too fa­ 
mous and familiar to need reference except 
to the pages at which they are found. 
(McCullough vs. Maryland, 4 Wheaton, 
316. (Isborn vs. Bank of U. S., 9 Wheaton, 
738. 
Weston vs. Charleston, 2 Peters, 449. 
Dobbins case, 16 Peters, 135. 
Western 
Union Telegraph Company vs. Texas, 105 
I’. S.. 460.) 
“ The counsel, in opening for the plaint- 
ili, referred generally to these authorities, 
as instances in which the Court has said 
that State taxation is unlawful if it de­ 
stroys or impedes the operation of Gov­ 
ernment agencies. 
I think I repeat him 
correctly; and, if so, his exposition of the 
principle affirmed is radically erroneous. 
The Court never confined its denial of the 
right of the State to lay taxes on national 
agencies to instances of taxes which de­ 
stroyed or impeded. On the contrary, 
said the Court through Marshal1, Chief 
Justice, the power to tax involves the 
power to destroy: the power to destroy 
may defeat and render useless the power to 
create. Once concede the power to the 
State, and it may be used to impede, or 
even destroy; and therefore the idea is re­ 
pugnant to the Constitution that the su­ 
premacy of the General Government, and 
its faculties,are subject *o the action of the 
States, or beholden to their forbearance. 
That is the argument and doctrine of the 
cases cited. 
“ Does it not apply exactly t.o this case? 
“Could any form or application of the 
taxing power more certainly or vitally 
visit this national instrumentality? 
“Would any species of taxation, carried 
to a given extent, more certainly tend to 
impede its operations and destroy its effi­ 
ciency and existence? 
“Would any kind or form of taxation be 
so pointed and inimical as this, unless, 
perhaps, that species of tax forbidden bv 
the commercial or ‘vagrant’ clause of the 
Constitution ? 
A DIRECT TAX IMPOSSIBLE. 
“A tax on passengers or freight des­ 
tined to ¡Kiints beyond the State, or com­ 
ing from points beyond the State, irrespec­ 
tive of the relations of the road as a Gov­ 
ernment agent, would, as your Honors 
have held, be void as a tax upon foreign 
or interstate commerce. A direct tax on 
traffic being thus impossible, can the Court 
suggest any form of taxation which would 
reach the vitals of a defendant more surely 
than that here attempted ? 
“ Would a license tax, such as Ohio un­ 
dertook to impose on the Bank of the 
United States, in the case of Osborne, lie 
more destructive.? 
“Would a tax by way of a stamp re­ 
quired to be put on bills of lading or 
shipping bills, such as Maryland attempted 
to require of the Bank of the United 
States, ¡n the case of McCullough, be more 
vital? 
“How can the facilities of a railway com­ 
pany, its right to lie, and to act, aud do 
business, be taxed, unless they are taxed 
by the assessment of its franchise? 
We 
shall not hear this question answered. 
“ The case of Captain Dobbin, above 
cited, is doubly instructive. The learned 
counsel seems to doubt whether anyone or 
anything can really and effectually become 
a govermeut instrumentality by adoption. 
He seems to incline to think that the only 
thorough, authentic, untaxable Govern­ 
ment agency is one specially, originally 
aud exclusively created by the United 
States. This distinction certainly deserves 
attention. 
“ Captain Dobbin, at the Erie station on 
Lake Erie, cuuimanded a revenue cutter, 
and 
“ * Moved the monarch of her peopled deck.’ 
“ He was an officer of the revenue marine; 
he was employed aud paid by the United 
States. 
His business was to make his 
cutter walk the waters of Lake Erie and 
see that nobody with a rowboat or a sloop 
should bring a keg of brandy or a barrel 
of whisky or beer into ‘the States’ with­ 
out coming by way of a custom-house and 
having the duties laid upon it. 


THE CAPTAIN DECLINED TO PAY. 


“ Pennsylvania had a statute taxing 
‘all offices and posts of profit,’ and this 
statute looked wistfully at Captain Dobbin 
because lie had a ‘ post.' 
Pennsylvania 
asked the Captain for a tax on his salary 
and he declined to pay it. The report 
says he contested the tax on the ground 
that he was an officer of the I nited States 
The State Court said that he must pay, 
and he came and asked this Court whether 
he must pay. 
What did this Court say? 
Why it went with Captain Dobbin and 
authorized him to say, much as the Con­ 
necticut Constable said when threatened 
with arrest: ‘Take care; stand off; don’t 
touch me. 
If you touch me the whole 
commonwealth will shake!’ 
“Now, Captain Dobbin was not created 
by Congress. 
He was not a corporation 
sole. 
As to him, there was no reserved 
¡Kiwer in Congress to repeal, amend, etc. 
Before he became an officeholder he seems 
to have belonged wholly to the State of 
Pennsylvania. 
The original pur¡iose ot 
his creation seems to have been that he 
might support the Constitution of Penn­ 
sylvania, and support himself. In fact, it 
was probably for the latter purpose that 
he entered the service of the United .States, 
and lent a helping hand to collecting the 
revenue. At ail events, the Government 
took him as it found him, and adopted 
him as one of its instrumentalities to ex­ 
ecute one of the powers of the Constitu­ 
tion. 
“Now, at the time Captain Dobbin had 
his day iu Court, our learned adversaries 
were not here to say that the immunity 
invoked had nothing to do with the case, 
because the CapUun, not having lieen 
created by Congress, could not be invested 
with the exceptions and attributes of gov- 
/.■rnmeuial agencies; and, furthermore, to 
cay that because the tax was a mere trifle, 
and did not destroy him or his salary, or 
stop his cutter, no fault could be found with 
it. 
Tfiere seeias to have been a hot 
struggle, however, and the Court, with the 
lighis men before it, overthrew all the 
reasons assigned in justification of liie 
lux. 
THE SUPREME LAW. 


“ it drew around this single agent the 
inviolable circle of the 'supreme law of 
the land.’ 
Here is the language of the 
Court: 
‘ Taxation is a sacred right, essen­ 
tial to the. existence of government and 
tne incident oí sovereignty. The right of 
legislation is ua-exteusive with the inci­ 
dent attached to u ujKiii the persons and 
property wv.uin tile junsdi. uou of a Suite, 
hut iu our system there are limitations 
up-»:i m at iig :t. 
there is a concurrent 
right of legLlat on in lhe State and the 
United States, except 9. both are re­ 
. 
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States. 
Both are restrained upon this sub­ 
ject by express prohibitions in the Consti­ 
tution, ana the States by such as are neces­ 
sarily implied when the exercise of a right 
by a State conflicts with the perfect execu­ 
tion of another sovereign power delegated 
to the United States. That occurs when 
taxation by a State acts upon the instru­ 
ments, emoluments and persons which the 
U nited States may use and employ as 
necessary and proper means to execute 
their sovereign power. * * * 
In our 
view, it presents a case of as strong inter­ 
ference as was presented by the tax imposed 
by Maryland, in the case of McCulloch (4 
Wheaton, 316), and the tax of the City 
Council of Charleston in Weston’s case (2 
Peters, 449), in both of which it was de­ 
cided by this Court that a State cannot lay 
a tax upon the constitutional means em­ 
ployed by the Government of the Union to 
execute its constitutional ¡lowers.’ (429.) 
“As the Government found and took 
Captain Dobbin, so it found and took the 
defendant, and made 
it ‘constitutional 
means’ to ‘execute 
the 
constitutional 
powers.’ 


JUDGE STORY'S ILLUSTRATIONS. 
“As J udge Story so variously illustrated 
(Commentaries, Sections 1137,‘1138, 1139), 
instead of building a ship, or a post coach, 
the Government buys or hires one; in­ 
stead of building a post road, it adopts 
a road already built; instead of erecting a 
postoffice, or mint, or custom-house, it 
rents one. 
“In all of these cases, there is less of 
creation, as distinguished from adoption, 
than in the case at bar. 
“ Upon what theory did Congress pro­ 
ceed in enacting Mr. "Webster’s Crimes 
Act in 1825? It inflicts exceptional and 
enormous punishments for assaults upon 
the most subordinate agents employed to 
carry and handle the mails, and for inter­ 
ferences with them. 
“The only excuse for such punishments 
which modern jurisprudence could accept, 
is that they are safeguards thrown around 
the instrumentalities of the Government. 
The driver of a stage, the boy riding a 
mule with his saddle bags carrying letters, 
the clerk in a rented postoffice—all are 
surrounded with special protection, as so 
many representatives of the sovereignty 
of the nation. 
“Contrast with these petty examples the 
multiplied and enduring relations and 
trusts deposited by the Government with 
the defendant and the complex conse­ 
quences and interests involved. 
“Yet the learned counsel argues that 
California is the ultimate sovereign arbi­ 
trator in the case. 
He declares that when 
twenty-nine years more shall have elapsed 
—because twenty-one of the fifty years 
named in the articles of incorporation filed 
in California by the germ of the present 
corporation have gone already—that when 
twenty-nine years shall have rolled away 
the hour will strike when this national 
organization will expire and dissolve. 
Then, of course, according to the argument, 
my friend here, the Attorney-General of 
California, with half the zeal of to-day, 
will proceed by quo warranto to take awav 
the remains of animation, anil if need be 
will have a Receiver appointed to dis­ 
tribute belongings which came, as far as 
they came from public grant, chiefly from 
the United States, to be forever used" in its 
service and behalf. 
SHRIVEL LIKE A PARCHED SCROLL. 
“In twenty-nine years, at all events, by 
this theory, these most powerful external 
agencies of the Government must shrivel 
like a parched scroll. But whether so 
much grace shall be permitted depends on 
the omnipotent majority in California—a 
majority of those who come out to vote, 
and are supposed to speak not only for 
themselves, but for those, no matter how 
many, who stay at home. Should the 
majority make up its mind, or its will, that 
such lengtli of life is not good for‘railroads 
operated in more than one county,’ and re- 
¡ieal the General Railroad Act of 1861— 
the Act under which the defendant first 
organized—then the counsel Is compelled 
to argue that on any day the Legislature 
of the State may take away the franchise 
and existence of the defendant. 
“Thus, a continuous line of road, of 
uniform gauge, traversing several States 
and Territories, instituted and established 
by the United States as a national high­ 
way, and postroad aud telegraph line, and 
a military and naval road in time of war, 
subject always as to rules of fare and 
freight to the United States, indebted, as 
the Central Pacific—a like organization in 
all substantial respects—is, to the United 
States in vast sums of money payable out 
of long future earnings and services, and 
chartered by the United States to continue 
perpetually, has, we are told now, only a 
precarious existence dependent on the 
will and pleasure of the Legislature of one 
distant State, among the most meager in 
population of all the States. 
“Can your Honors accept such a conclu­ 
sion? 
You must accept it as tlie inevit­ 
able logic on which this assessment stands. 
ABSOLUTE VISITOR!AI. POWERS. 
“The Constitution of California does not 
flinch from the argument. Gne of its arti­ 
cles ordains that the Legislature may 
create a commission armed with rigorous, 
nay, absolute visitorial powers, authorized 
to cut down 
<ul 
lib itu m the fares and 
freights of these national roads and fix 
them when and as they please. The Leg­ 
islature has proceeded under this license. 
“ There is the expression of twin power. 
This claim of control, together with the 
claim of the right to tax, makes up the 
dual pretension of the absolute State sover­ 
eignty. 
“ Put the two ¡towers together and you 
have the united power to despoil and 
starve; the power to forbid earnings and 
to strip the corporation of property al­ 
ready acquired. 
“ Doessuch ¡lower endanger the occupa­ 
tion and business of these beings ? Can it 
be used to destroy, ‘impede, delay or pre­ 
vent the said company from performing its 
obligation to the United States?” 
“ Is this the lame and impotent conclu­ 
sion of a great passage in the legislative, 
political and material history of the coun­ 
try—a passage which recounts the master­ 
ful achievement of constructing ironways 
for vast trains carrying armies, munitions 
of war, peoples and merchandise, traversing 
trackless deserts anil measureless mountains 
to a distant sea ? 
“ Is this the ignominious destiny of an 
achievement which summoned to its aid 
the highest statesmanship and enterprise of 
onr time ? ” 


r o sc o e c o n k l in g 's a r g u m e n t . 
This was the argument of Roscoe Crink­ 
ling, who was not permitted to see it woven 
into the judicial history of the country. 
The case in which the argument was made 
(the San Mateo case was attacked as a 
fraudulent one. Through newspapers and 
by State officers .1 udge Rhodes, a man of 
unimpeachable honor, has been accused of 
throwing away the rights of a sovereign 
State. The Supreme Court of the United 
States set aside the order of submission, 
and that case was never decided, but in 
later rases the judgment which followed 
close after the death of the distinguished 
statesman, his arguments, unanswered and 
unanswerable, received the sanction of a 
judicial decree, as they had before received 
the sanction of an enlightened public 
judgment. 
As lias been well said, the clause of the 
Fourteenth Amendment—“nor shall any 
State deprive any person of life, liberty or 
property without due process of law, nor 
deny to any person within its jurisdiction 
the equal protection of the law”—does not, 
in terms, apply to the exercise of any one 
power of a State < lovernment. 
It applies 
to all. 
It subordinates the exercise of 
every power to the great fundamental 
truths—that the right to life, liberty and 
property and the equality of all before the 
laws are natural rights, to ¡«cure which 
just governments are instituted. It reaches 
the wrong and protects persons and prop­ 
erty, when unlawfully assailed, without 
regard to the source from which the assault 
c.iiiies and without regard to the pretense 
under which the blow is delivered.

erty, real, personal and mixed, wherever 
the same is situated, to have and to hold 
the same in trust for the benefit and satis­ 
faction of all m y creditors, pro rata, and 
according to law* and subject to and in con­ 
formity with and under the provisions of 
Section 344!) and following of the Civil 
Code of California, being Title H I. of Part 
II. of Division IV. of said Code, entitled 
‘ Assignments for the benefit of creditors.’ ” 


V agran t a to n e B r ea k in g .

Conklin, th e author of the but. spoke in favor 
of its passage, and in favor of the am endm ent 
offered by Heaooek. The question ol a loss lo 
the agricultural societies was not w orthy of 
consideration w hen it was com pared w ita the 
buildiDg up of true m anhood and th e supres- 
sion of vice and crim e. He referred to the agri­ 
cultural soci ties as “colleges lor the education 
of th e neoplein th e vice and crim e of gam bling.” 
He read at length lrom the work of Jlr. Porter, 
President of Vale College, on th e ” Elem ents of 
Moral Science,” and from other works of a sim i­ 
lar character. He pleaded for virtue and public 
m orality and insisted th a t the whole safety of 
th e country lay in the enlorcem enr of laws 
against vice. Too little attention was being 
Íiaid to th e passage of such laws and th eir en- 
brcexnenr. The m ost im portant thing in a re­ 
publican form of governm ent was to have the 
young m en brought up in purity and tree from 
the influences of gam bling and kindred vices. 
G am bling was yre tw in Drother of the great 
vice of intem perance. 
Mead pointed <Rlt th a t the bill did not prevent 
pool-selling at any other place than on the race­ 
track.

Frobably tbe most im portant bril w hich has 
been introduced at this session of the Legisla­ 
ture was lh a t presented yesterday by Senator 
C am inetti. C hairm an of th’e special com m ittee 
appointed to investigate the subject of Commis­ 
sions. Follow ing is th e full tex t of the bill as 
introduced:

Rev. Mr. Odin m ade the opening 
prayer, w hich w as followed by the usual song 
service. Before taking his text Mr. Jones said: 
1 here ere three words th at we associate to­ 
gether. They are inseparable— m other, hom e, 
and heaven. W hat is hom e w ithcnt a m other, 
and how m ay 1 ever get to heaven w ithout a 
good m other's- h an d to lead me ? 
Some m an 
said, " if I could m other this world. I could save 
this w orld.’’ Someone else said. “The hand 
th a t rocks the cradle rules the w orld.’’ 
Oh, how m others leave a character im pressed 
upon the innocent children of our homes. The 
speaker th en cited th e circum stances of the 
character of bad m en, as Nero, Byton, aud 
others, whose profligate lives were th e result of 
w rong exam ples set by proud, w orldly m others, 
and the lives ot John Wesley, George W ashing­ 
ton and others, whose puré lives were m olded 
by the divine touch of a Christian m other's in­ 
fluence. He s a id : “ Even Ingersoll, w ith *11 
his blasphem y, was never to bard-hcaitea as to 
say aught against his pure, Christian m other.” 
THE HOME IS IN THE HAND OF THE MOTHER. 
He advised m others to begin the religions 
training o f th eir children bv them selves being 
Christians before the child’s birth. 
He also ad­ 
vised wives not to be the oues who gave the 
wine-glass to th eir husbands, lor th a t the result 
was too frequently a d rtm k aid for a husband 
and father ol her children.

Mr. Joues th en iliustrated by com parison the 
difference betw een a C hristian m other in her 
treatm ent of h er little ones and tb at of a worldlv 
wom an, and said th at after th e child h ad at­ 
tained wom anhood the good or bad iraining 
alw ays showed itself iu h er after life.

” I am talking good plain facts to vou, and if 
you can’t stand it, som e of vou old god css 
wom en, you can consider the benediction pro­ 
nounced and leave w henever you choose.” 
The text ivas “ I beseech you, therefore, 
brethren (mothers), by the grace of God, to pre­ 
sent your bodies a living, holy, and acceptable 
sacrifice unto God, w hich is vour reasonable 
service.” 
No m other ever really gave her children to 
God w ho did not first give h-.-rself to God. 
NO MOTHER CAN TAKE HER CHILDREN TO GOD 
Who has never been there herself. I would 
rath er be the least of those w ho are the Lord’s 
alone, th an w ear the royal diadem and sit upon 
a throne. I kissed my m other good-by w hen I 
w as a little 8-year-old boy. I can rem em ber her 
Íiale face, h er cold w hite lips. I cun rem em ber 
lor eyes w ere closed, her h air w as com bed do« n 
o v e r h er tem ples, but the m em ory o f the “ Now 
I lay m e do« n to sleep :” the m em ories o f “ My 
dear little boy, you m us’ be good, never tell a 
story, never say a bad word, nor go into bad 
comj any;”¡oh, p r.ci us m other, th em u sico ftb y 
voice, and ihe sweetness oi thy face, is still w ith 
m e in all its beau y to dav. 
It was tbe loss of 
my m other to w hich I attribute all m v w icked­ 
ness. B ut now I know the nearer I get God the 
nearer I am to m y m other, and w hen I get to 
God I w i:l find my m other there. 
The speaker w arned m others against bringing 
up th eir sons and daughters to the ball room ' 
aud th eir associations, and against giving their 
daughters to the profligate young m en, sim ply 
because these m ea m ignt be rich in money.
